shortly before $ o’clock Monday morn­ 
ing, after retiring Sunday night ap­ 
parently iii health. 
Edward S. Plank, southpaw with 
the famous cross-fire, was born at 
Gettysburg in 1875. 
In 1900 he en­ 
tered Gettysburg College and soon 
earned a permanent place on the base­ 
ball team. 
While at college he was unbeatable, 
and his stunts with the sphere reach­ 
ed Connie Mack, and ho became an Ath­ 
letic in the early part of 1901. Ile at 
once leaped into fame as a star pitch­ 
er of the New American League. In 
1902 it was he, “Pete” Rusting and 
“Rube” Waddell, who pitched the Ath­ 
letics into a championship, 
giving 
Philadelphia its first taste of victory. 
In 
1905, 
together with Waddell, 
Bender, Coakley and D.vgert, he again 
did his glorious part in bringing an ­ 
other pennant to old Columbia Park. 
In 1910 he did his share in .winning 
the American League pennant, and 
stood ready for the “call to arm s” in 
tho battle with the Chicago Cubs. 
Critics throughout the country in the 
“winter league” said Plank was all in 
and would in 1911 sing his “swan 
song." 
But he put the “seers” to 
rout by coming back, and the way 
he “came back” was sweet music to 
the Athletic fans, for it w'as Plank'* 
great work throughout the season 
that kept his team in the running. 
After the sad death of his famous 
receiving mate, the lamented Doctor 
Powers, Ira Thomas was the man to 
receive his “cross-fire,” and steady 
him in the pinches. Plank was a con­

show,” Eddie Plank, his life, habits, 
family relations, ambitions and pitch­

saving newspaper clippings for future 
reference, not for future vain glory-! 
ings. 
Mrs. Plank has a collection of hun­ 
dreds of comments about Eddie in a 
scrap book, which 
she 
will always j 
cherish as lovingly as she does person­ 
al memories of her husband. 
During j 
his 
career, Eddie 
was caricatured 
and his deeds versified. 
In his scrap­ 
book, one of the 
choicest 
bits 
of 
poetry about the Gettysburg hurler is j 
that of an anonymous writer, ap- j 
patently written when he returned to! 
Gettysburg to enter the garage b u si-, 
ness, reading as follows: 
“Farewell to rooters’ repartee 
And bleachers’ persiflage! 
For Eddie Plank has gone away 
To open a garage. 
No more the great left-hander will 
Disport upon the green. 
Henceforth this sport will show his' 
skill 
In handling gasoline. 


“He travels to the timbers tall, 
But still it might be worse." 
The ‘stuff’ he once put on the bal! 
He’ll now put in his purse. 
Yet, barring caution and his curves, 
He’ll hit ’em hot and swift. 
The best in life Ed Plank deserves—

me that I was hit. 
But I took no 
heed of it then. 
The wound could 
not be serious, else I had already 
been out of the saddle, and it 
would be time enough to look to it 
when I had outdistanced my pur­ 
suers. For nigh upon a half-hour I 
rode, before I could be said to have 
got clear of them, and then for 
aught I knew they were still fol­ 
lowing, resolved to hound me down 
by the aid of such information as 
they might cull upon their way. 
I was come by then to the Gar­ 
onne. I drew rein beside the swift­ 
ly flowing stream, winding itself 
like a flood of glittering silver be­ 
tween the black ' shadow’s of its 
banks. 
A little while I sat there 
listening, and surveying the state­ 
ly, turreted chateau that loomed, 
a grey, noble 
pile, 
beyond

water. 
I speculated what demesne 
this might be, and I realized that 
is w’as probably Lavedan.

Pittsburgh.—A unique experiment 
in cooperative tesearch in which stu­ 
dents enrolled may conduct tests iii 
metallurgical research of their own 
or their company’s problems is being 
conducted by the Bureau of Metal­ 
lurgical Research of the Carnegie In­ 
stitute of Technology. 
Three industrial firms are now rep­ 
resented by 
students in 
the classes 
and are saving thousands of dollars 
that otherwise would be spent in ex­ 
pensively equipped laboratories, it if, 
reported. The class of ten men, which 
includes the manager of one of the 
steel companies in the Pittsburgh dis­ 
trict, took a night course last year
